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Response to Arguments 



In response to applicant's argument tliat the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e. , ... a pair of such data blocks are rearranged and then combined to produce one 
data bloci< as shown in Figure 5. Particularly, prior to the combining step, for each of the 
data block U(i,j) and V(ij) in Figure 4, the rows having the outer parity are selectively 
inserted into the rows having no outer parities. Then these two data blocks U(iJ) and 
V(ij) are combined into one as shown in Figure 5. Then the rows of such combined data 
block are sequentially recorded onto a data storage medium. This in effect means that 
the first row of the first data block U(ij) and the first row of the second data block V(ij) 
are sequentially recorded on the medium. Then the second row of the first data block 
U(ij) and the second row of the second data block V(iJ) are sequentially recorded on 
the medium. Then the third rows of the first and second data blocks are sequentially 
recorded on the medium. This process is repeated for the rest of the rows of the first 
and second data blocks. Pages 16 and 1 7) are not recited clearly in the rejected 
claim(s). As such, the 35 USC 112 rejections are maintained, and the examiner would 
like to also note that these issues are also present in the newly added independent 
claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
